Y is oxygen, sulfhr, or a CH2 residue, 
P is a PO2 residue, and 

X is a chohne, or modified choline residue, or serine, ethanolamine, or 
glycerine group, or a synthetic modification thereof . 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The composition of claim 10, wherein said 
aJkylphosphohpid is h e xad e oylphoophoioholino - hexadecvlphosphocholine . 
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octadecylphosphocholine, enicylphosphocholine, octadecyl-[2-(N- 
methylpiperidiiio)ethyl]phosphate. octadecylphosphoethanolamine, or hcxadecyl- 
phosphoserine.

Claim 15 (previously presented): The composition of claim 14, wherein said 
nomieoplastic phospholipid is phosphocholine, serine, ethanolamine, glycerol. 

Claim 16 (previously presented): The composition of claim 10, wherein said sterol is 
cholesterol, or sitosterol in a sterol : alkylphospbolipid molar ratio of 0-1 : 1. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The composition of claim 10, wherein said PEG lipid is 
N (O motlioxy polyethylen e glycyl) 1.2 diat e aryl - s,n - glycsro - 3 - pho5phoothanotam ia9

Claim 18 (currently amended): The composition of claim 10, wherein said antineoplastic 
phospholipid is ^ ^ctadecvl-(N.N-diemthvlpiperidin-4-vn-phDSphate, and said 
antineoplastic antiestrogen is tamoxiphen tamoxifen . 
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
